Ford changes personnel but not policy 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres­ 
ident Ford is changing person­ 
nel but not policy, declaring a 
new team of “my guys” will 
continue on a course of peace 
and prosperity into the 1976 
campaign. 
Ford announced the biggest 
shakeup of his administration 
Monday night in the top levels 
of defense and foreign policy. 
He also said that while Vice 
President Nelson A. Rockefeller 
is dropping off the election 
team, Rockefeller has promised 
to support his election bid. 
Ford told a nationally broad­ 
cast news conference that he 
isn’t worried about Ronald Rea­ 
gan or any other challenger 
and that he is optimistic about 
the election one year away. 
“I am not worried about any 
competitor, Democratic or Re­ 
publican,” he said. “I am con­ 
vinced the American people 
feel that we have been success­ 
ful in foreign policy, the Middle 
East, Europe, et cetera. 
“I am convinced that we are 
well on the road to a good eco­ 
nomic situation in 1976. So,

“a cautionary voice in the ear 
of the President.” 
“His sin appears to be the re­ 
fusal to accept the panacea of 
detente, which Dr. Kissinger is 


trying to pawn off on the White 
House and the country,” the 
California congressman told the 
370 persons who paid $15 per 
plate for the GOP fund raiser. 
Goldwater said Schlesinger 
“was the best secretary of de­ 
fense we’ve ever had,” and 
that Ford “allowed a person­ 
ality conflict” between Schlesi­ 
nger and Kissinger to interfere 
in his decision. 
Commenting on other federal 
governmental shakeups, the son 
of Arizona Sen.

Mr.

Reynolds, 
president 
of 
the

Institute of Merchant Shipping 
(AIMS), has expressed his in­ 
dustry’s alarm at the impact 
which a proposed 20 percent 
increase in toll charges for ships 
passing through the Canal would 
have on ocean commerce. 
As things now stand, the 
Panama Canal Company, which 
operates the Canal, has stated 
its intention to impose such an 
increase to meet higher costs of 
operation. 
Mr. 
Reynolds, 
speaking for AIMS, states that 
the higher charges planned are 
not justified by real cost in­ 
creases, but merely by changes 
in accounting methods. In a 
letter to the Company, Mr. 
Reynolds writes, “It is our view 
that 
the 
proposed 
increase 
which approximates 20 percent 
is not needed at this time by the 
Company, and in addition that it 
would...adversely affect ship­ 
pers and carriers in this 
country, and indeed throughout 
the entire world.” The ac­ 
counting changes on which the 
need for toll increases is based 
relate to depreciation and other 
matters which Mr. Reynolds 
states: “...are in no sense a real 
cost to the Panama Canal 
Company, but...would clearly 
result in a real impact on the 
vessel owner and ultimately the 
shipper, namely a cost increase 
of about $1000 per vessel tran­ 
sit.” Such increased costs are 
part of the overhead of doing 
business and would ultimately 
have to be reflected in higher 
prices paid by the consumer. 
As the American shipping 
spokesman makes eminently 
clear, shipping lines expect to 
pay legitimate cost increases * 
attributable to inflation. They 
feel an equally strong obligation 
to protest Canal toll charges that 
go beyond these recognizable 
costs. The

FBI Dossiers On 
Prominent Blacks 
with 
LES WHITTEN 
WASHINGTON 
- At the 
request of the late Dr. Martin 
Luther King’s associates, we 
investigated the smear charges 
that the FBI had spread against 
him. We reported in an earlier 
column that the stories were 
grossly inaccurate. 
The same associates com­ 
plained that Dr. King’s suc­ 
cessor, Rev. Ralph Abernathy, 
was also kept under intensive 
FBI surveillance. From secret 
FBI files, we have confirmed 
that the G-men have a record of 
the most intimate details of his 
life. 
They know everything about 
him from his finances to his 
health, 
including 
the 
medications he takes every 
morning and evening. His FBI 
file contains a psychological 
profile, copies of his hotel bills, 
transcripts of his speeches and 
even an account of his traffic 
violations. 
One FBI memo, stamped 
“Confidential,” 
reveals 
the 
details of a squabble Abernathy 
had on Feb. 5, 1970, with his 
subordinates. 
Afterward, the 
memo 
notes, 
Abernathy 
discussed the flare-up with his 
wife. 
Their 
conversation 
is 
outlined in detail. 


We showed the file to Dr. 
Abernathy, who readily recalled 
the conversation with his wife. It 
had occurred, he said, in the 
privacy of his bedroom. “They 
had to be hugging me,” Aber­ 
nathy told our associate, Joe 
Spear. 
At the FBI, a spokesman 
categorically denied that agents 
had ever used electronic sur­ 
veillance against Abernathy. 
Several references, including 
other 
conversations 
between 
Abernathy and his wife, are 
attributed in the file to “con­ 
fidential 
sources who 
have 
furnished reliable information 


in the past.” 
It is clear from the file that 
FBI agents visited the U.S. 
Passport Office to get his travel 
schedule and Credit Bureau 
offices to find out about his 
finances. 
Under the late J. Edgar 
Hoover, the FBI was almost 
paranoiac about black leaders. 
We have had access to other 
secret dossiers, indexed under 
“Racial 
Matters,” 
on such 
prominent black leaders as the 
Rev. Jesse Jackson, Roy 
Wilkens, Bayard Rustin, Floyd 
McKissick, Roy Innis and 
Martin Luther King’s widow, 
Coretta. 
Dossiers were also kept on 
black artists, entertainers and 
sports figures, ranging from 
heavyweight boxing champion 
Muhammad Ali and actor Harry 
Belafonte to comedian Dick 
Gregory and singer Eartha Kitt. 
This FBI concentration upon 
prominent blacks has alarmed 
black Congressmen who asked 
us to testify on Capitol Hill. We 
brought the evidence, complete 
with names and details. 
My testimony concluded: “To 
the FBI, apparently, anyone 
with a dark skin who dares to 
open his mouth is viewed as 
subversive. I have seen dozens 
of dossiers on black leaders 
whose only crime is voicing the 
tribulations of their people; who 
have done nothing more than 
organize their ranks; who are 
guilty 
only 
of 
peacefully 
petitioning their government in 
redress of grievances, as their 
Constitution says they have an 
inalienable right to do.”

FBI director, Clarence Kelley, 
has abandoned his predecess 
or’s bias against blacks and has 
adopted a balanced racial policy, 
balanced racial policy.

OIL LURKS... 
The 
most highly guarded 
secret in America is the truth 
about the nations oil and gas 
production and the extent of 
known or potential reserves, 
charges Rep. Charles A. Vanik, 
(D-Ohio). 
Congress 
really 
doesn’t know how much oil and 
gas is in the ground waiting to 
come out—when the price is 
right, he says. 
“The great big government of 
America—which many would 
like to miniaturize—begs the oil 
and gas information from an 
industry-managed 
reporting 
facility. There are no penalties 
for false information, the sup­ 
pression of truth or for un­ 
derreporting... 
“In this vacuum of in­ 
formation, the industry holds all 
the cards.” 
Well, if the government really 
is that much in the dark about 
the situation, it can’t be for want 
of cards of its own. 
According to an estimate in 
the Wall Street Journal, the 
mountains of information the 
government requires from the 
oil industry is costing the 20 
la r g e st 
com panies —and 
ultimately, of course, the con­ 
sumer—about $60 million a 
year. At an average cost of 
$100,000, that is enough to drill 
600 wells. 
Standard Oil of Indiana, for 
example, 
has 636 miles of 
computer tape storing the in­ 
formation it has had to supply to 
just one government agency, the 
Federal Energy Administration. 
It gives the FEA about 225,000 
pages of data a year on its 
various operations. Phone calls 
to the capital have soared to 
27,000 a year from only 1,300 five 
years ago, and employes take 
more than 600 trips a year to 
Washington. 
All the other companies 
complain about the money and 
manpower they are pouring into 
paperwork. Exxon last year 
submitted a one-shot report to 
the FEA of 475,000 pages, which 
took 100 employees two months 
to prepare. 
Union Oil says regulatory 
requirements cost it about $3 
million a year. Shell Oil has 250 
employees working part-time on 
government regulation chores 
and says that even if the FEA 
closed up today (which would 
put 
3,200 
bureaucrats 
on 
welfare), it would still have to 
file 389 reports with 44 other 
agencies, ranging in frequency 
from once a week to once a year 
and providing figures on ex­ 
ploration 
and 
production, 
marketing, sales, profits and 
other aspects of its business. 
Nevertheless, Vanik’s charge 
has been echoed in the other 
wing of the Capitol. 
The 
big 
oil 
companies, 
operating as 
a club, 
are 
inhibiting production of oil until 
prices go higher, says Sen. Birch 
Baye, (D-Ind.). He and three 
other senators have introduced 
legislation to break up the 22 
largest companies. They cite an 
antitrust and monopoly sub­ 
committee report which found 
that “virtually all Gulf Coast 
outer 
continental 
shelf 
production comes from a couple 
of dozen producers, with the 
integrated 
major 
companies 
having the lion’s share.” 
Aside 
from 
the 
highly 
questionable 
possibility 
that 
breaking up the oil giants or 
demanding more information 
from them would result in more 
and cheaper oil and gas for 
Americans, the interesting thing 
is that no other basic industry in 
the United States has anything 
remotely approaching “a couple 
of dozen producers,” let alone 
hundreds 
of 
smaller, 
in­ 
dependent producers. 
In the automobile industry, to 
take perhaps the most con­ 
trasting example, there are only 
three major manufacturers, the 
largest of which accounts for 
more than half of all production. 
Yet no one suggests we would 
have cheaper cars by breaking up 
General Motors into a number of 
smaller companies—one to 
make engines, another to make 
bodies, another to assemble 
them and another to market the 
finished vehicle. 
If Vanik and Bayh are correct 
in their allegations, it would 
seem that the CIA ought to begin 
taking lessons in deception and 
conspiracy from the oil in­ 
dustry.

WONDER WEEDS 
Two flowers contribute to the 
good life for men through they 
remain unseen. One is the hop 
blossom. Female flowers of the 
hop vine. Humulus lupulus add 
bitter flavor to malt brew to 
produce beer;; without hops, 
beer would be unrecognizable. 
The other beneficial flower is 
teasel, a little-known prickly 
bloom tliat helps make woolen 
fit to wear. Woven woolens as

treatment is teaseling — from 
the same Anglo-Saxon word-root 
“tease” to raise a nap on the 
cloth, resulting in the slight 
fuzziness of a good woold sport 
jacket or overcoat which blurs 
the weave, blends thread colors, 
and gives a pleasant “hand” or 
feel. The flower head of teasel, 
Dipsacus fullonum, much like a 
bur, has spines ending in tiny 
hooks. In ancient times, teasels 
were rubbed by hand across 
woolen goods to snag and raise 
surface fiber ends for snapping. 
So important were they that in 
the 14th century European cloth- 
makers 
tried 
to 
wreck 
England’s rival woolen industry 
by buying up all of that coun­ 
try’s teasel crop. As late as 1800, 
textile workers still did some 
teaseling 
by 
hand, 
though 
machines were taking over the 
job. Large cylinders covered 
with teasels set in slots revolved 
in light contact with moving 
strips of cloth. Today in textile 
mills teasels continue to whirl 
against some woolen materials. 
Growers supply the dried flower 
heads from France, Oregon and 
New York state. 
But the 
machines using a flower as a 
tool — unique in this modern 
age — may convert soon to 
imitation plastic teasels, more 
durable and uniform, natural 
flower seems fated to become an 
unwanted weed.

It is without question one 
of the strategic waterways of the 
world, exerting an influence on 
the lives and living standards of 
the people of all nations, in­ 
cluding to a great extent the 
people of the United States 
No one is more cognizant of 
the role of the Canal in in­

those who speak for the U.S. 
Merchant Marine. One of these,

Reynolds, 
president

Institute of Merchant Shipping 
(AIMS), has expressed his in­ 
dustry’s alarm at the impact 
which a proposed 20 percent 
increase in toll charges for ships 
passing through the Canal would 
have on ocean commerce.

not justified by real cost in­ 
creases, but merely by changes 
in accounting methods 
In a 
letter to the Company, Mr, 
Reynolds writes, “ It is our view 
that 
the 
proposed 
increase 
which approximates 2« percent 
is not needed at this time by the 
Company, and in addition that it 
would...adversely affect ship­ 
pers and carriers in this 
country, and indeed throughout 
the 
entire world.” The ac­ 
counting changes on which the 
need for toll increases is based 
relate to depreciation and other 
matters which Mr 
Reynolds 
states; “ ...are in no sense a real 
cost 
to

Panama Canal 
Company, but . would clearly 
result in a real impact on the 
vessel owner and ultimately the 
shipper, namely a cost increase 
of about $1000 per vessel tran­ 
sit.” Such increased costs are 
part of the overhead of doing 
business and would ultimately 
have to be reflected in higher 
[rices paid by the consumer 
As the American shipping 
spokesman 
makes eminently 
clear, shipping lines expect to 
pay legitimate cost increases

him. We reported in an earlier 
column that the stories were 
grossly inaccurate. 
The same associates com­ 
plained that Dr. King’s suc­ 
cessor, Rev. Ralph Abernathy, 
was also kept under intensive 
FBI surveillance From secret 
FBI files, we have confirmed 
that the G-men have a record of 
the most intimate details of his 
life. 
They know everything about 
him from his finances to his 
health, 
including 
th t 
medications 
he 
takes every 
morning and evening. His FBI 
file contains a psychological 
profile, copies of his hotel bills, 
transcripts of his speeches and 
even an account of his traffic 
violations 
One 
FBI 
memo, 
stamped 
“ Confidential,” 
reveals 
the 
details of a squabble Abernathy 
had on Feb 5, 1970, with his 
subordinates 
Afterward, 
the 
memo 
notes, 
Abernathy 
discussed the flare-up with his 
wife. 
Their 
conversation 
is 
outlined in detail. 


We showed the file to Dr. 
Abernathy, who readily recalled 
the conversation with his wife. It 
had occurred, he said, in the 
privacy of his bedroom “They 
had to be bugging me,” Aber­ 
nathy told our associate, Joe 
Spiear. 
At the FBI, a spokesman 
categorically denied that agents 
had ever used electronic sur 
veillance 
against 
Abernathy. 
Several references, including 
other 
conversations 
between 
Abernathy and his wife, are 
attributed in the file to “con­ 
fidential 
sources 
who 
have 
furnished reliable information 


in the past.” 
It is clear from the file that 
FBI agents visited the U.S. 
Passpiort Office to get his travel 
schedule and Credit Bureau 
offices to find out about his 
finances. 
Under the 
late J. 
Edgar 
Hoover 
the FBI was almost 
paranoiac about black leaders 
We have had access to other 
secret dossiers, indexed under 
“ Racial 
M atters,” 
cm 
such 
prominent black leaders as the 
Rev. Jesse Jackson, 
Roy 
Wilkens, Bayard Rustin, Floyd 
M cKissick, 
Roy Innis and 
Martin Luther King’s widow, 
Coretta. 
Dossiers were also kept on 
black artists, entertainers and 
sprnrts figures, ranging from 
heavyweight boxing champion 
Muhammad Ali and actor Harry 
Belafonte to comedian Dick 
Gregory and singer Eartha Kitt. 
This FBI concentration upon 
prominent blacks has alarmed 
black Congressmen who asked 
us to testify on Capitol Hill. We 
brought the evidence, complete 
with names and details. 
My testimony concluded; "To 
the FBI, apparently, anyone 
with a dark skin who dares to 
open his mouth is viewed as 
subversive. 1 have seen dozens 
of dossiers on black leaders 
whose only crime is voicing the 
tribulations of their pieople; who 
have done nothing more than 
organize their ranks; who are 
guilty 
only 
of 
peacefully 
petitioning their government in 
redress of grievances, as their 
Constitution says they have an 
inalienable right to do.” 
Footnote; 
In 
fairness, 
it 
should be added that the present 
FBI director, Clarence Kelley, 
has abandoned his predecess 
or’s bias against blacks and has 
adopted a balanced racial policy, 
balanced racial policy. 
DEFENSE OF JACKIE: For

The

highly 
guarded 
secret in America is the truth 
about the nation's oil and gas 
production and the extent of 
known or potential reserves, 
charges Rep. Charles A. Vanik, 
(D-Ohio). 
Congress 
really 
doesn’t know how much oil and 
gas is in the ground waiting to 
come out—when the price is 
right, he says, 
“The great big government of 
America—which many would 
like to miniaturize—begs the oil 
and gas information from an 
industry-managed 
reporting 
facility. There are no penalties 
for false information, the sup>- 
pression of truth or for un­ 
derreporting... 
“ In this 
vacuum 
of 
in­ 
formation, the industry holds all 
the cards.” 
Well, if the government really 
is that much in the dark about 
the situation, it can’t be for want 
of cards of its own. 
According to an estimate in 
the Wall Street Journal, the 
mountains of information the 
government requires from the 
oil industry is costing the 20 
l a r g e s t 
c o m p a n ie s —an d 
ultimately, of course, the con­

It gives the FEA about 225,000 
pages of data a year on its 
various operations. Phone calls 
to the capital have soared to

All 
the other com panies 
complain about the money and 
manpower they are pxnirmg into 
paperwork 
Exxon last year 
submitted a one-shot repiort to 
the FEA of 475,000 piages, which 
took 100 employees two months 
to prepare. 
Union Oil says regulatory 
requirements cost it about $3 
million a year. Shell Oil has 250 
employees working piart-time on 
government regulation chores 
and says that even if the FEA 
closed up today (which would 
put 
3,200 
bureaucrats 
on 
welfare), it would still have to 
file 389 reports with 44 other 
agencies, ranging in frequency 
from once a week to once a year 
and providing figures on ex­ 
ploration 
and 
production, 
marketing, sales, profits and 
other aspiects of its business.

production comes from a couple 
of dozen producers, with the 
integrated 
major 
companies 
having the lion’s share."

from

breaking up the oil giants or 
demanding more information 
from them would result in more 
and cheaper oil and gas for 
Americans, the interesting thing 
is that no other basic industry in 
the United States has anything 
remotely approaching “a coup(e 
of dozen producers,” let alone 
hundreds 
of 
sm aller, 
in­ 
dependent producers. 
In the automobile industry, to 
take perhaps the most con­ 
trasting example, there are only 
three major manufacturers, the 
largest of which accounts for 
more than half of all production. 
Yet no one suggests we would 
have cheaper cars by breaking up 
General Motors into a number of 
sm aller com panies—one to 
make engines, another to make 
bodies, another to assemble 
them and another to market the 
finished vehicle. 
If Vanik and Bayh are correct 
in their allegations, it would

feel. The flower head of teasel, 
Dipsacus fullonum, much like a 
bur, has spines ending in tiny 
hooks. In ancient times, teasels 
were rubbed by hand across 
woolen goods to snag and raise 
surface fiber ends for snapping 
So important were they that in 
the 14th century Europiean cloth 
m akers 
tried 
to 
wreck 
England’s rival woolen industry 
by buying up all of that coun 
try ’s teasel crop As late as 1800, 
textile workers still did some 
teaseling 
by 
hand, 
though 
machines were taking over the 
job 
Large cylinders covered 
with teasels set in slots revolved 
in light contact with moving 
strips of cloth Today in textile 
mills teasels continue to whirl 
against some woolen materials 
Growers supply the dried flower 
heads from France, Oregon and 
New 
York 
state 
But 
the 
machines using a flower as a 
tool — unique in this modern 
age — may convert soon to 
imitation plastic teasels, more 
durable and uniform, natural 
flower seems fated to become an 
unwanted weed

Kinder ordered officials of 
the state divisions of insurance 
and finance, which issued the 
new rules, to show why the 
rules should not be thrown out 
at a Dec. 1 hearing. 
State Insurance Chief H. W. 
Edmiston, who issued two rules 
concerning the credit insurance 
field, and state Finance Com­ 
missioner William Kostman, 
who issued three rules on the 
same matter, were named as 
defendants. 
Alfred Sikes, head of the De­ 
partment of Consumer Affairs, 
Regulations 
and 
Licensing, 
which includes both divisions, 
was also named in the suit. 
The 13 firms claimed the new 
regulations, aimed at eliminat­ 
ing inequities in the credit in­ 
surance business, exceed regu­ 
latory authority given to both 
officials. 
In addition, they claimed the 
rules are applicable to persons 
not regulated by either the in­ 


surance or finance divisions. 
The companies said, in their 
23-page suit, that implementa­

Kinder ordered officials of 
the state divisions of insurance 
and finance, which issued the 
new rules, to show why the 
rules should not be thrown out 
at a Dec. 1 hearing. 
State Insurance Chief H. W. 
Edmiston, who issued two rules 
concerning the credit insurance 
field, and state Finance Com­ 
missioner 
William 
Kostman, 
who issued three rules on the 
same matter, were named as 
defendants. 
Alfred Sikes, head of the De­ 
partment of Consumer Affairs, 
Regulations 
and 
Licensing, 
which includes both divisions, 
was also named in the suit. 
The 13 firms claimed the new 
regulations, aimed at eliminat­ 
ing inequities in the credit in­ 
surance business, exceed regu­ 
latory authority given to both 
officials. 
In addition, they claimed the 
rules are applicable to persons 
not regulated by either the in- 


surance or finance divisions. 
The companies said, in their 
23-page suit, that implementa­

Area day care directors 
learn ‘little ideas’ method

By ELSA W ILLIA M S 
Yes, I’m human. I make mistakes when I embroider. Everyone 
does. 
When I lecture at workshops or talk to groups, I always see a great 
many surprised faces when I mention that I make mistakes. The fact 
is that no m atter how much you embroider, or how hard and long 
you’ve worked on improving your stitches, there’ll always be some 
that don’t please you. Also, the longer you work with your needle the 
more exacting your standards become. What seemed quite ac­ 
ceptable to you when you were a beginner won’t do at all as you 
become more accomplished. 
That’s when the syndrome we call “ perfectionism” sets in. I tell 
all my students: “ Don’t accept poor stitches. ” But before you rip out 
an area that doesn’t look right to you, move to another part of your 
design and work there for a while. Exam ine the questionable section 
several times and make sure you’re really displeased with it. 
If you continue to feel that “ it won’t do no-how,” rip it out. Use 
very sharp, sm all scissors and rip on the right side of the work. Pull 
the cut threads out on the wrong side so they won’t fray into your 
work. 
And don’t get discouraged. No m atter how complicated your 
pattern, you only have to work it one sm all section at a time. Often, 
in the course of completing a single design, you’ll find your skills 
improving. 
I always tell workshop students who are so surprised that Elsa 
William s makes mistakes, about the graceful tulip in one of my 
favorite flower designs, merton. I ’m so fond of merton that I chose it 
to illustrate the cover of my book, “ Heritage Em broidery.” The tulip 
at the top, in varied orange-peach- coral tones, is one of the prettiest 
flowers. 
It should be. I did that tulip 15 or 20 times before I completed it to 
my satisfaction! 
Don’t get uptight about any one area of your embroidery. If it’s 
bothering you and you’re forgetting that embroidery is pleasure, if 
you’re gritting your teeth and getting tense over a petal or leaf that 
refuses to turn out the way you think it should — take a vacation 
from it. Turn to another piece of embroidery for a day or two and 
don’t go back to your “ problem child” until you’re really eager to 
tackle it again. 
Remind yourself — as I keep reminding m yself — that mistakes 
and difficulties help make you humble, keep you learning and offer a 
high note of triumph when you overcome them. 
Dear Elsa, 
Can I use anything other than masking tape to bind the edges of 
my needlepoint canvas? No m atter how firm ly I seal my canvas 
edges with tape, it works loose in humid weather and threads start to 
ravel.

The lessons place a special focus on the retention of skills and have 
been tested with children in pre-school programs nationwide. 
Each workshop participant received the little idea kit - a teaching 
guide, an index and 105 plastic- coated food pictures.

of fire. Ask your readers to post 
them somewhere in the house 
for all to see. Taping them to the 
refrigerator is a good idea. 
I read these suggestions in 
Look magazine in 1971. I then 
had them retyped when the 
article became too ragged to 
read. Now I ‘d like toclip it from 
Ann Landers’s column and po6t 
it again. How about it .. - Faith­ 
ful Fan. 
Dear Fan: Here it is: Start 
clipping . And thank you in 
behalf of those whose lives may 
be saved because you took the 
time and trouble to write: 
1. When a fire breaks out in 
your home or office, get out 
immediately. A fire can spread 
faster then you can run. Even if 
you smell smoke, G ET OUT. 
2. If you find smoke in an open 
stairway or hall, use another 
pre-planned way out. 
3. 
If you escape through 
smoke, stay near the floor where 
the air is better. Take short 
breaths. Breathe through your 
nose, and crawl to an exit. 
4. 
Make sure your fam ily 
knows the quickest and safest 
ways to escape from every room 
in the house. Make sure children 
can open doors, windows and 
screens to the escape routes. 
Teach your children how to use 
the phone to report a fire. And 


they should know where the 
alarm box is in the neigh­ 
borhood. 
5. Head for stairs - not the 
elevator. A bad fire can cut off 
the power to elevators. An 
elevator could also deliver you 
to the fire floor. 
6. DON'T jump. Many people 
have jumped and died without 
realizing rescue was only a few 
minutes away. 
7. 
If you are trapped in a 
smoke- filled room, stay near 
the floor where the air is better. 
If possible, sit by a window 
where you can call for help. 
Open it at the top and bottom. 
Heat and smoke w ill go out the 
top. You can breathe at the 
bottom. 
8. Feel every door with your 
hand. It it’s hot, don’t open it. If 
it’s cool, make this test: open 
slowly and stay behind the door. 
If you feel heat or pressure 
coming through the open door, 
slam it shut. 
9. If you can’t get out, stay 
behind a closed door. Any door 
w ill serve as a shield. 
10. If there is a panic for the 
main exit, get away from the 
mob. Try to find another way 
out. Once you are safely out, 
DON'T go back in. Call the fire 
department. Use alarm box or 
telephone. In the country, be 
sure you know the number of the 
closest volunteer fire depart­ 
ment. Never assume someone 
else has turned in the alarm .

Stitches improved 
by slow deliberation 


By ELSA WILLIAMS 
Yes, I’m human. I make mistakes when I embroider. Everyone 
does. 
When I lecture at workshops or talk to groups, I always see a great 
many surprised faces when I mention that I make mistakes. The fact 
is that no m atter how much you embroider, or how hard and long 
you’ve worked on improving your stitches, there’ll always be some 
that don’t please you. Also, the longer you work with your needle the 
more exacting your standards become. What seemed quite ac­ 
ceptable to you when you were a beginner won’t do at all as you 
become more accomplished. 
That’s when the syndrome we call “ perfectionism” sets in. I tell 
all my students: “Don’t accept poor stitches.” But before you rip out 
an area that doesn’t look right to you, move to another part of your 
design and work there for a while. Examine the questionable section 
several times and make sure you’re really displeased with it. 
If you continue to feel that “ it won’t do no-how,” rip it out. Use 
very sharp, small scissors and rip on the right side of the work. Pull 
the cut threads out on the wrong side so they won’t fray into your 
work. 
And don’t get discouraged No m atter how complicated your 
pattern, you only have to work it one small section at a time. Often, 
in the course of completing a single design, you’ll find your skills 
improving. 
I always tell workshop students who are so surprised that Elsa 
Williams makes mistakes, about the graceful tulip in one of my 
favorite flower designs, merton. I’m so fond of merton that I chose it 
to illustrate the cover of my book, “ Heritage Embroidery.” The tulip 
at the top, in varied orange-peach- coral tones, is one of the prettiest 
flowers. 
It should be. I did that tulip 15 or 20 times before I completed it to 
my satisfaction! 
Don’t get uptight about any one area of your embroidery. If it’s 
bothering you and you’re forgetting that embroidery is pleasure, if 
you’re gritting your teeth and getting tense over a petal or leaf that 
refuses to turn out the way you think it should — take a vacation 
from it. Turn to another piece of embroidery for a day or two and 
don’t go back to your "problem child” until you’re really eager to 
tackle it again. 
Remind yourself — as I keep reminding myself — that mistakes 
and difficulties help make you humble, keep you learning and offer a 
high note of triumph when you overcome them. 
Dear Elsa, 
Can I use anything other than masking tape to bind the edges of 
my needlepoint canvas? No m atter how firmly I seal my canvas 
edges with tape, it works loose in humid weather and threads start to 
ravel.

There are several w'ays the edges of needlepoint canvas can be 
bound. If masking tape doesn’t work to your satisfaction, you can 
machine stitch the edges or bind with a cloth bias binding tape. Any 
of these should prevent raveling.

The concept is based largely on Piaget’s Theory of Intellectual 
Development such as children learn best when they learn one con­ 
cept at a time; children learn by relating in a one-to-one situation , 
and children need to manipulate things. 
The lessons place a special focus on the retention of skills and have 
been tested with children in pre-school programs nationwide.

Dear Fan: Here it is: Start 
clipping . And thank you in 
behalf of those whose lives may 
be saved because you took the 
time and trouble to write: 
1. When a fire breaks out in 
your home or office, get out 
immediately. A fire can spread 
faster then you can run. Even if 
you smell smoke, GET OUT 
2. If you find smoke in an open 
stairway or hall, use another 
pre-planned way out. 
3. 
If you escape through 
smoke, stay near the floor where 
the air is better Take short 
breaths. Breathe through your 
nose, and crawl to an exit 
4 
Make sure your family 
knows the quickest and safest 
ways to escape from every room 
in the house. Make sure children 
can open doors, windows and 
screens to the escape routes. 
Teach your children how to use 
the phone to report a fire And 


they should know where the 
alarm box is in the neigh­ 
borhood. 
5. Head for stairs - not the 
elevator. A bad fire can cut off 
the power to elevators. An 
elevator could also deliver you 
to the fire floor. 
6. DON’T jump. Many people 
have jumped and died without 
realizing rescue was only a few 
minutes away. 
7. 
If you are trapped in a 
smoke- filled room, stay near 
the floor where the air is better. 
If possible, sit by a window 
where you can call for help. 
Open it at the top and bottom. 
Heat and smoke will go out the 
top. You can breathe at the 
bottom. 
8. Feel every door with your 
hand. It it’s hot, don’t open it. If 
it’s cool, make this test: open 
slowly and stay behind the door. 
If you feel heat or pressure 
coming through the open door, 
slam it shut.
